The ammonia 
and the tar go into tanks and the 
gas into coolers, and then over lime, 
which takes up the acids in it, into the 
immense iron gas-holders which you have 
seen at the works. | 

These holders are open at the bottom, 
and stand, orrather swing, in tanks of 
water, being adjusted. by..means . of 
weights. As the gas comes into them 
they rise up out of the water, but the 
bottoms are always submerged so that 
the gas cannot escape. The large gas- 
pipes, or mains, as they are called, con- 
nect with the holders and conduct the 
gas through the streets to the houses 
where itis used. The pressure is given 
to the gas by the weight of the jron hold- | 
ers, which are qlways bearing down on 
the gas they contain.

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SAn FRANctiscO Sept. 14.—Alex- 
ander Goldenson, the murderer of 


County Jail to-day. 
The public interest that was at- 


son waslwell evidenced last night 
when alarge crowd assembled in 
front of the jail and stared blankly 
at the-walls until midnight. It re- 
quired police assistance to keep the 
sidéwalk*°"clear, The prisoner 
passed his last night as all expected 
he would. He played euchre and 
checkers with Jailer Rogers, and 
laughed and joked about the terror 
of the morrow as ifit were to be 


his marriage-day. Late yesterday 
afternoon his photograph was 
taken. The only one to display 
any nervopsness was the photo- 
grapher. His brothers were with 
him until late in the evening, and 
at 9 o’clock the broken-hearted 
mother bade her son a last fare- 
well. Her cries and moans could 
be heard throughout the jail, as she 
held the passive form of her boy in 
her arms, kissing him passionately 
and breathing loving words in his 
ear. When at last she was led away 
by the Sheriff, Goldenson threw 
himself on his couch and sobbed for 
a minute or two. Then,jumping up, 
he exclaimed, “Well, ’'m d——d 
giad that’s over,” apd resumed his 
eucher. At10o’clock Father Fas- 
anotti was sent for by the con- 
demned man and responded im- 
mediately, remaining with the 
murderer fora half hour. He re- 
turned again at midnight, stayin 
with the prisoner formas om 
utes. As he left he said that he 
thought he had made some impres- 
sion upon the hardened youth. 
Shortly before 11 o’clock Golden- 
son bade every one a cheerful 
good-night, and after drinking a 
lass of wine, sought his bed and 
ell into a deep sleep, 

The murderer awoke with a start 
shortly after 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing. He looked about him wildly 
for a moment, and then remember- 
ing where he was, his old calmness 
resumed its ionofhim. He 
inquired the time, remarking that 
it was strange he could not sleep. 
After conversing for a while witb 
Deputy Sheriff Gorh he laid | 
down again, but siee had deserted 
him altogether, and in half an hour 
he arose again for the day. 

By 9 o’clock the crowd on the 
street had thronged both side- 
walks, and the eros of police 
were necessary to keep a passage 
clear for those who were entitled 
to admission to the jail. The ruo- 
mors of the large number of ad- 
mission tickets abroad caused a 
prem — eurious Who were 
ortunate end to possess them 
to make their appearance ‘at the 
jail door three hours before the 
time anno for the execution. 
They were admitted and spent the 
intervening hours passing about 
the corridors and examining closely 
the preparations made for the ex- 
ecution, In order that the prison- 
ers in the cells might be relieved ot 
the sad spectacle of the death of 
one of their number, the wickets 
were not only cl , but broad 
sheets of tin were over them. 

At 11:30 o’clock the corridors and 
main floor of the jail were packed 
to suffocation. Sheriff McMann 
mounted the scaffold and mqeanes 
the spectators oo to smoke and 
also to refrain m making an

The Chinese Billi Under Consider- 
ation in the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept 14.—A 
letter was received at the Senate 
to-day from the Department of 
Justice, transmitting a list of un- 
paid United States District Attor- 
neys. 

Senator Platt introduced a reso- 
lution to inquire if the American 
production of copper was con- 
trolied by any foreign syndicate, 
and to inquire if any legislation 
were possible to check this. He 
said that the original bill and 
amendments for the suppression 
of trusts did not reach the trust 
on copper, which was as danger- 
ous as any known trust. He said 


the entire copper production of 
the world is controlled by a for- 
eign syndicate, located in Paris, 
and the profite it makes are some- 
thing enormeus. 

Senator George made a long 
speech regarding trusts. 

Senator Reagan thought atten- 
tion should ‘be paid to sach trusts 
as the Standard Oil and Sugar 
Trusts, which it wasin the power 
of Congress to suppress, before it 
attempted to interfere with foreign 


irs. 
The Chinese bill was taken up, 
and Senator Jones of Nevadaspoke 
nst reconsideration of the vote.
